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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the citizens of Brooklin: 


I submit herewith the financial report of the school department, the budget 
of the school committee, and my third annual report as superintendent of schools. 


School enrollment reported during the fall term was as follows: Sub-Pri- 
mary, 4; Grade One, 8; Grade Two, 7; Grade Three, 10; Grade Four, 13; 
Grade Five, 7; Grade Six, 6; Grade Seven, 4; Grade Eight, 7; Grade Nine, 10; 
Grade Ten, 8; Grade Eleven, 9; Grade Twelve, 6; Post-Graduate, 1. Total 
enrollment, 100. 


At present the quality of instruction in the Brooklin schools is commend- 
able. The community is fortunate and should strive to retain the services of these 


teachers. 


Dr. Jospeh Devitt, Director of Secondary Education, State Department of 
Education, visited Brooklin High School in 1963 and made the following recom- 
mendations: 


Construction of a chemistry-biology-physics laboratory. 
Biology, physics, and chemistry laboratory equipment, to be purchased. 
Completion of the fluorescent lighting project already started. 
Purchase of audio-visual aids; e.g. overhead projector, phonograph, 
maps, globes, slides, etc. 
5. Provisions for adequate library materials within the school itself. 
(In addition to excellent town library facilities). 
6. Addition of business equipment and proper furniture to the commercial 
department. 
7. Use of educational television, correspondence courses, programmed 
materials and ability grouping whenever possible.

If Brooklin prefers to keep its secondary school within the community rather 
than provide an education for students elsewhere, the funds for suggested improve- 
ments should be appropriated at the 1964 annual town meeting. In addition to pro- 
viding a vastly improved educational program, immediate action will make the 
town eligible for $4000-$4500 in government National Defense Act funds which 
will not be available later on. 

I express my appreciation to Mrs. Blackmore, school union secretary; 
school committee members; municipal officials; and citizens who have served on 
education study committees for their faithful and efficient services throughout the 
year.

FOUR TOWN NURSING SERVICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen of Brooklin, I submit the following report of the Four 
Town Nursing Service, Inc. for the year January 1 through December 31, 1963. 


The four Town Nursing Service is a non-profit organization that for thirty 
two years has promoted a program of public health nursing in the schools and 
the homes, employing a registered nurse to assist physicians and state agencies. 


During the past year the Service has been fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of Mrs. Greta Randall, R. N. She has carried out the work of the service. 
Margaret G. Murray, President 


REPORT 


1. The office in Blue Hill, is being used as a working center for the Nurse. 
She can be reached there by phone, 9 to 9:30 A. M., Monday through Friday, and 
can see people there by appointment. All records are kept there and the record 
system adopted last year has been carried through with even more improvements 
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having been made. The office is also used for clinics, conferences, and meetings. 


It was manned by volunteers in the morning during the summer months. 


2. Hearing tests, with the Service Audiometer, have been done on elected 
grades in the schools of the 4 towns, by nursing personnel and volunteers. In 
Blue Hill, this was done in January, 1964. 


3. The Nursing Scholarship, which was increased to $125.00, was awarded 
to Roberta Leach, Penobscot, Maine. She was a student at George Stevens Aca- 


demy.
